is strongly fortified, but it is report- 
ed that some of Tung-Fuoh^Sang's 
"mauraders had surprised and killed 
the native convert garrison some time 
in April.

Do Not Want Revenues Distributed 


for the Present—General Cailles

Manila, June 21.—The announce- 


ment made toy the government at 
Washington yesterday and cabled 
lieie that civil government will be 
established in the Philippine Island 
July 4, that Judge William H. Tafl 
will be designated civil governor, 
that he will remain at the head of the 
Philippine commission, and that the 
commission will continue meantwhile 
the establishment o<f a combination 
of civil and military government, is 
satisfactory to the members of the 
Philippine commission. 
Tinder the 


circumstances they believe it is po- 
litically wise to fulfill (the expecta- 
tion's -and aspirations of the natives 
on the date promised, providing this 
is done without 'causing the reduc- 
tion or a sacrifice of the customs rev- 
enues.

when a reciprocity arrangement may 
be made, but this will require ratifi- 
cation by the senate.

CABINET APPROVES ACTION IN 


TARIFF WAR. 


THE 
SECRETARY 
EXPLAINS 


RULED UNDER DINGL-EY AND 


SOUGHT NO TROUBLE. 


RUSSIA'S ACTION A MYSTERY 


A BELIEF THAT THE WAR 'MAY 


SOON BE ENDEID. 


Washington, June 21.—Most of the 


time of the cabinet today was spent 
in a discussion of the action of the 
treasury department in imposing a 
countervailing duty on certain Rus- 
sian products, 


Secretary Gage explained in detail 


the action which the department had 
taken and the cabinet unanimously 
approved of what he had done* 


He was authorized to give out a 


statement to clear up the misunder- 
standings which exist and did so at 
the treasury department* 


As a result of the consideration of 


the entire matter by the cabinet, Sec- 
retary Hay will soon make represen- 
tations to the Russian government 
fully explaining the attitude of this 
country and pointing out that Ku&sia 
has acted hastily and under a misap- 
prehension of the facts in her posi- 
tion of retaliation. 


STATEMENT OF MR. GAGE. 


The statement of the secretary of 


the treasury is substantially as fol- 
lows: 


"Secretary Gage called attention to 


the tariff act of July 24, 1897, known 
as the Dingley act, which, among 
other things, provides that if there be 
imported into the 
United States 


crude petroleum or the products of 
crude petroleum, produced in any 
country which imposes a duty on pe- 
troleum or its products, exported 
from the United States, there shall in 
such cases be levied, paid and col- 
lected a duty upon said crude pe- 
troleum or its products so imported 
-equal to the duty imposed by such 
country. 


"This -provision was embodied in a 


circular issued to the officers of the 
customs, dated April 21, 1898, to 
which was appended a schedule of 
109 countries imposing a duty on pe- 
troleum and its products. 
These 


countries included France, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bussia, Spain and 
practically all the leading countries 
of the ,world, 


THE PURPOSE OF IT. 


"This circular was issued for the 


purpose of carrying into effect the 
petroleum provision of the Dingley 
tariff law. 


"No protests were received fiom 


any country, nor could they be reas- 
onably expected, in view of the fact 
that the countries named had already 
in operation laws fixing a tariff duty 
on petroleum and its products. 


"So far as known in the treasury 


department no importations of pe- 
trbleum had been received into the 
United States until June 18, 1900, 
when an invoice of refined petroleum 
was received at Rochester, N. Y., 
manufactured from crude petroleum 
produced in Russia. 


"The collector of customs at Roch- 


ester held that the refined article was 
subject to duty as a production of 
Russia and assessed duty according- 
ly. 
Vfhile 
the importation came 


from England, it was shown the 
crude oil was produced in Russia. 
An appeal was taken from the action 
of the collector to the board of gen- 
eral appraisers at New York* 
This 


board, on January 28, 1901, sus- 
tained the collector, holding that pe- 
troleum produced in Russia and im- 
ported into England and there refined 
and thence sent to this country was 
dutiable at a rate equal to that im- 
posed by Russia on petroleum im- 
ported into that country from the 
United States. 


&EARD OP NO PROTESTS. 


"No protest or objection as far as 


the department knows was received 
at any country aginst this decision 
and the matter was not again 
brought to the attention of the gov- 
ernment until &arch 9 of this year. 
Ori that date the department, reply- 
ing to inquiries from the collector of 
customs at New York as to how he 
should ascertain the country or origin 
in the liquidation o£ duties on pe- 
troleum or its products arriving in 
this country, held that invoices of 
products of crude petroleum must oe 
accompanied by a United States con* 
sular certificate showing the country 
where the petroleum was produced, 
In the absence of this certificate the 
liquidation was to be suspended, ana 
pending further information the. rate 
o£r duties must be estimated at tlte 


highest rate levied by any country 
on such petroleum. 


"Further than this the department 


has never taken any action wl^atever 
on the subject of petroleum and even 
in fchese instances it will be observed, 
the rules laid down apply equally and 
without discrimination to 124 coun- 
tries of the world, 


MYSTIFIED BY RUSSIA. 


"Upon this statement of facts the 


officials are at great loss to \mder~ 
stand how Russia can feel aggrieved 
at the government's action and in- 
augurate a system of discrimination 
duties against products of the United 
States in consequence. It is hopei 
that Secretary Hay will be able to 
present the facts so that Russia will 
rescind her action and will show that 
she is not seeking to be unjust to 
this country in tariff matters. 


"The cabinet feels that the admin- 


istration has a strong case and be- 
lieves that if Russia is entirely 
friendly she will be made to see that 
her action in this case has not been 
such as to call forth the most friend- 
ly feeling in this country,"

STATEMENT OF MR. GAGE. 


The statement of the secretary of 
ie treasury is substantially as fol- 
ows: 


"Secretary Gage called attention to 
he tariff act of July 24, 1897, known 
s the Dingley act, which, among 
bher things, provides that if there be 
mported into the 
United States 


•tide petroleum or the products of 
rude petroleum, produced in any 
ountry which imposes a duty on pe- 
roleum or its products, exported 
rom the United States, there shall in 
uch cases be levied, paid and col- 
ected a duty upon said crude pe- 
roleum or its products so imported 
qual to the duty imposed by such 
ountry. 
"This provision was embodied in a 
ircular issued to the officers of the 
ustoms, dated April 21, 1898, to 
which was appended a schedule of 


09 countries imposing a duty on pe- 
roleum and its products.

ountries included France, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Russia, Spain and 


ractically all the leading countries 
f the .world. 


THE PURPOSE OF IT. 


"This circular was issued for the 


mrpose of carrying into effect the 
letroleum provision of the Dingley 
ariff law. 
"No protests were received from 
ny country, nor could they be reas- 
nably expected, in view of the fact 
hat the countries named had already 
n operation laws fixing a tariff duty 
on petroleum and its products. 


"So far as known in the treasury 


department 110 importations of

troleum had been received into the 
United States until June 18, 1900, 
when an invoice of refined petroleum 
was received at Rochester, N. Y., 
manufactured from crude petroleum 
produced in Russia. 


"The collector of customs at Roch-

Away back in 1863 Lewis Hul] 


wns a drummer boy in the One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth regiment, Ohio 
volunteer infantry, tind during a se- 
vere engagement at Thompson's Hill, 
one of the many skirmishes during 
the siege of Vlcksburg, Mr. Mowers, 
who was also in the One Hundred and 
•Twentieth, was shot through the 
right arm and received a bullet 
through the palm of his left (hand. 
Mr. Hull was a drummer boy then, 
the youngest in the divison, and he 
was the pet of the regiment. He was 
immediately behind the line, being 
unable to keep up, when Mr. Mowers 
dropped out, exhausted and bleeding 
from his wounds. 
Mr. Hull bound 


up his wounds for him, gave Mm 
some water and then went on a still- 
ihunt for something to eat for the 
wounded man. He was successful in 
"lifting" some honey from a nearby 
•farm and after turning it over to Mr. 
Mowers he rejoined the line. 


Both were mustered out a year o; 


two afterward and returned to their 
respective homes in Ohio, 
Neither 


had seen the other since the war days 
until this week. 
Mr. Mowers hap- 


pened to be in. Fort Wayne on a visit 
and while walking along-. Calhoun 
street noticed Mr. Hull's name on. bis 
store -wir.dow. He decided to go in 
and see if it was the same Lewis Hull 
who bound up ihis wounds during the 
Thompson Hill charge, and it was.

examinations of twelve samples of 
city water taken from taps at var- 
ious parts of the city: 


S;uuples Nos. 3, 4, 9 and 12 con- 


tain considerable sed-iment from the 
pipes, but show no marked deviation 
in number of saprophyitic bacteria 
(water bacteria), and none of the 
twelve samples contain parasitic or 
pathogenic organisms of nniy kind, 
neither did they contain any that 
would be found in polluted water. 
Comparatively few 
of the 
sapro- 


phytic variety that liquify gelatin 
were present in these samples, which 
speaks kindly in favor of our city 
water.

one cubic centimeter of the water ex-
